"Canada’s flag floated over the Canadian legation 
to-day." says an Empire day message from Washington. 
But aa a matter of fact such a thing Is Impossible, for 
Canada has no flag In the sense here Indicated. It 
hrppens to have been a red enelgn. and the onlv£ana- 
dlan characteristic aBout It waa tha fifth "quarter\ of 
ti e Imperial shield on the “fly" which bora three ma^le 
leaves, symbolical of a united Canada 

Up to May 34. tha only flag flown over the Canadian 
legation waa a Union Jack. The Union Jack la a grand 
emblem, a handsome banner that has braved the breeee 
through many eventful yean. Bui the British embassy 
flew the seme Hag. and a visitor to Washington could 
not tall which waa the Canadian legation and which 
wae tha British embassy from an examination of tip 
flag before Empire Day. 

On the 34th the visitor would still have been puaxled. 
And perhaps the incident will Mad to further action on 
the design of a distinctly Canadian flag Echoes of the 
old controversy of two years ago still linger. The ultra 
patriotic press and the IODJ. led the agitation against 
a national flag. "The Union Jack Is good snough for 
Britain and It s good snough for us." they aald. How 
thoy have ever reconciled themselves to dollars and 
cents in place of pounds and shillings la a puaale. ~ 

This sort of patriotism Is alt right In its place, but 
It goes to silly extremes in opposing-the adoption of 
a Canadian flag that Is distinct and unmistakable. The 
reu ensign with the Canadian shield is ths nearest we 
have come* to such s flag But It has Its shortcoming, 
both in design and authenticity, for it has no official 
status and no definite history Nobody has yet sug¬ 
gested that the Union Jack be omitted nor should It be 
—as proposed In South Africa and aa has been done 
n the Irish Pres State. If colonial status still prevails, 
then the question is automatically settled. If Canada 
la a nation, then the least thing it ought to have la a 
distinct and authorised flag of its- own. one that is 
Canadian aa definitely as It is British. Just now Canada 
la a country without a flag.

With the Victoria Red Croae making 
an appeal next week for aubecriptlone 
to continue Ita beneficent peace-time 
programme. It may be timely to recite 
eome of the undertakings which have 
been carried on alhoe Ita Inception in 
thle city. 

ORGANIZED IS 1913 

When Her Excellency the Vlscount- 
e*a WUlingdon was in thla city re¬ 
cently she wae presented with the fol¬ 
lowing hUtory of the local branch, ahe 
having expressed a deal re to have It. 
aa honorary president of the Cana¬ 
dian Red nroee Society: 

"On March 18. 1918. the Victoria 
City and District Branch wae organ¬ 
ized, starting work the next day. 
From then to the end of 1019 we col- 
leototf 8808.24404. Included In thla 
waa three yearly drives held for the 
British Red Cross, when a total of 
833,327.29 was collected and forwarded. 
01.900 wae collected for the French 
Red Croae: 87,300 for an operating the¬ 
atre for tlus Parle Hospital built and 


•quipped of the Canadian Red Cross 
Society. Bight Motor Ambulances 
were sent to France. Prisoner* of War 
collections amounted to 830,331 In 
April. 1917. a vtmy Bldge Tribute of 
110800 was forwarded. 

"During thle period a building was 
given to us. which later wae eold, 
realising 830.000. with which sum a 
trust fund for the Workshop wae es¬ 
tablished 

FOR RETURNED VETERANS 

"Since 1019 the welfare of the re¬ 
turned men has been our chief object, 
and in this respect we have carried on 
a large amount of relief work this, with 
hospital vlslUng and our Red Croe« 
workshop constitutes the largest part 
of our work. With regard to relief 
work we are finding it Increasingly 
difficult to cope with the cases 
brought to our attention. Bo many 
men are only now beginning to suffer 
from the effects of their service over¬ 
seas and they are finding it extremely 
difficult to establish their cases after 
so long an Interval. In the meantime 
no government help Is available, and 
we have to take care of them and their 
families until some settlement is 
made. 

"With reference to the peacetime 
programme we have had experience 
with two disasters. One took piece at 
the Itorville Soldiers' Settlement, 
when forty-one homes were burnt out 
and all tho settlers’ effects lost, sev¬ 
eral men being severely burnt and 
one life lost. We were asked by the 
Provincial Government to co-operate 
with them In extending relief, add at 
once dispatched supplies. Including 
tents, blankets, clothing, etc. # 
EARTHQUAKE VICTIMS HELPED 
“In the same year occurred the Jap¬ 


anese earthquake, and we were asked 
by the Dominion Government to take 
charge of all collections and distri¬ 
bution of funds. We were also notified 
that 400 refugees were arriving, and 
aaked to take care of them. There 
being no suitable building‘In Victoria, 
it waa^ arranged with the consent of 
Dr. Brown, the Dominion quarantine 
officer, that the building at William 
Head could be used, and here amidst 
glorious surroundings preparations 
were made to receive them. 

“On boarding the bodt It was found 
that only twenty-five were British 
subjects, the rest were going on to 
Seattle.. A more miserable band of 
people It would be hard to imagine: 
all were destitute with only the few 
garments they wore. Cables and tele¬ 
grams were Immediately sent to their 
anxious frlende. this being the flrat 
information they had received. 
8584,707 TO OATS 

“We then started outfitting them, 
and if you have never tried proriding 
for a person with absolutely noQilng. 
you can hardly realise what it •mean* 
to need everything from a tooth bfUsh 
to a suitcase. We kept the refugees 
until arrangements could be made 
either to re-establish them or send 
them to frlende. the lest three leaving 
us at the end of six weeks. These peo¬ 
ple are all trying to re-establish them¬ 
selves. eome In Canada and some In 
England, and still kee£ In touch with 
ue. 

"Our hospital visiting still con¬ 
tinues. comforts being suppled to the 
•x-service men. and their families 
visited and helped where necessary. 

"We are now preparing for a Do¬ 
minion-wide campaign for funds, and 
I am sure Victoria will uphold her

The obverse of 
the former shows a picture of the building used by the Bank 
of Montreal at that time, the obverse of the latter a typical 
farmer of Lower Canada, now Quebec. The reverse of both 
coins is the same, showing the arms of the city of Montreal.
